Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons as set forth in the Final Rejection. 
The references as combined suggest providing piezoelectric ceramic with the amount of Pb as less than stoichiometric for lower loss 
(Horikawa et al. '408), a property also desired for transformers as suggested by Ponomarev et al. The teachings of JP 1 1-163433 do not 
negate the suggestion of Ponomarev et al and Horikawa et al. but only suggest that Pb is not lost. Applicant argues that the present 
invention fabricates a part without deteriorating or reducing the piezoelectric d constant but this is not claimed. Nevertheless, providing the 
Pb at less than stoichiometric as suggested by the references would compensate for oxygen pores formed during sintering in the low 
oxygen atmosphere of the references and thus suppress reduction in piezoelectric d constant.. 
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
